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Boy Scouts Foster World Peace 


The Boy Scouts of America closed their annual jamboree 
in Washington a few days ago. It was a great gathering of the 
outstanding boys and young men of the country. A hoy ful- 


filling the ethics of a Scout does not go wrong in any respect— 
he becomes a citizen of whom his country is proud. Not only 
are the Boy Scouts organized in our country, but the organiza- 


tion is international and is functioning just as efficiently in 
many other countries. Each year they meet in their interna- 
tional gatherings—and each year in a different country. Boy 
Seouts are peace loving youth—and they are cementing a friend- 
ship among the youth of the world that will undoubtedly mean 
much for world peace inthe future. 

Scouts play their part in civie service also and wherever 
they are organized they mean much to their individual commun- 
ities. Here in Upland the high standing of the Boy Seout is well 
known, as is also his willingness at all times to do whatever serv- 
ices he is called upon to do. 

We quote the following from the Christian Seienee Moni- 
tor: 

““* What we want in the world is peace, happiness and pros- 
perity for all, and we can get it if all men become friends in- 
stead of rivals. It means that each man has got to open his heart 
out unselfishly in friendliness to others.’ 

“The voice was that of Lord Baden-Powell radiocasting 
from London his message to the Jamboree which the Boy Seouts 
of America have just ended in Washington. Next month Lord 
Baden-Powell as Chief Scout will be weleoming to Holland the 
Scouts who will come from all over the world to the International 


Jamboree. The far-flung tent city in Washington’s Potomac 
park also had its international aspects, for representatives from 
Poland, Roumania, Holland, Mexico and many other countries 


mingled with the 27,000 yougsters and leaders there. 

“All this gives point and proof to the fourth Seout law, ‘A 
Scout is friendly.’ A Boy Scout is ‘a friend to all and a brother 
to every other scout.’ More than 3,000,000 Boy Seouts in sev- 
enty-three different lands subseribe to this and the other ele- 
ments of the Scont law requiring truthworthiness, loyalty, help- 
fulness, courtesy, kindness, obedience, cheerfulness, thrift, cour- 
age, cleanness and reverence. 

*““These boys are learning how to live, and not only to let 
live but to help live. This organization is not military nor mili- 
tant, yet it inculeates the best of the military virtues, order, self- 
reliance, and true patriotism. It does not regiment helpless, 
trusting boyhood into cannon fodder, but gives play to boyish 
initiative in ways that are constructive and useful. 

“*The boy who has learned to do his part in camp, to take 
eare of himself on a hike, to meet emergencies with resourceful- 
ness and to fulfill the merit badge tests in a number of handi- 
crafts has laid a foundation for citizenship. 

“Ts it to be doubted that these boys are learning the wider 
meanings of brotherhood? Theirs is a movement open to all 
nationalities, races and creeds. An Eagle Scout whose letter 
won a $5,000 peace scholarship offered by Eddie Cantor related 
that since attending the 1933 Jamboree in Hungary he had been 
corresponding with Seouts he met from Estonia, Luxembourg, 
England, Austria, Persia, Syria, South Africa and Australia, ex- 
changing stamps, songs, literature and articles characteristic of 
their countries. ‘After these contacts,’ he asked, ‘how could 
Wwe ever want to go to war against each other?’ ”’.

More Than Half Of Ali Families Own Autos 


It is impossible to realize what the automobile means to the 
people of America—and to the country in an industrial way. 
Fifty-four per cent of the families in the United States own auto- 
mobiles—and the average ownership is a car for every four and 
a half persons. The bulk of the car owners are persons in the 
smaller income brackets—families whose annual income is less 
than $3,000. 

As evidence that the low price field has the biggest appeal, 
it is said that 95 per cent of the cars bought in 1936 sold for less 
than $750 wholesale—and six out of ten families bought their 
cars on the installment plan. 

With its ear ownership of one to every 4.5 persons this 
country leads the world in this respect. In one country—Li- 
beria—there is only one car for each 20,000 inhabitants. In Cal- 
ifornia, which state leads this nation in car ownership, there is 
an automobile for each 2,6 persons. Persons who are in the habit

' One cannot but wonder what would be thé gondition in this 
country if it were not for the automobile. What would ali the 
residents engaged in work at making automéviies—and in all 
the allied lines that produce things which go into the making 
of an autmobile—be doing if it were not for the automobile in- 
dustry? Take lubricating oil for instance—it will no doubt as- 
tonish most of us to learn that automobiles now use more of that 
commodity than all industrial machinery in the United States. 
Last year motor cars and trucks used 22,000,000 barrels of such 
oil, while industry consumed slightly more than 20,000,000 bar- 
rels. Glass, steel, wood, rubber and a number of other commod- 
ities are used in immense quantities by the automobile industry. 

The automobile is also responsible for many thousands of 
paved and surfaced roads in the United States—with many 
millions of dollars spent each year for new roads and for main- 
tenance of old highways. .If it were not for the millions of 
motor vehicles it would not now be possible to cross the country 
on surfaced roads—nor would such roads be regarded as a ne- 
cessity if the automobile had not come into existence and be used 
by so many millions of people. 

In these things and a number of others the automobile has 
been the cause of great change—in fact, it has changed our mode 
of living.

Demise of the Literary Digest should be a warning to those 
periodicals bent on taking presidential polls. Whether inten- 
tionally or not, the last poll by that magazine—which was so 
far off the actual vote in the election as to be astonishing after 
having been so close in previous presidential polls—sent the 
Literary Digest into oblivion. The Monterey Park Progress 
comments on the matter as follows: ‘‘The presidential poll of 
1936 heard its echo last week when the Literary Digest disap- 
peared from the news stands of America. The weekly magazine 
died quietly at Park Row, New York, after a lingering illness 
superinduced by too much prognostication. It feil ill on the 
morning of November 9, of last year, and has gradually been 
sinking since. Poor circulation was attributed as the ultimate 
cause of demise. Its heart beat was out of time with the general 
trend of things, and that organ finally failed altogether to func- 
tion. Review of Reviews claimed the remains and it will be en- 
tered in its morgue as a dire warning to other publications who 
try to fool all the people once too often.’’

Per Cent over 1936 


A total of 42,771 persons “in need 
of manual employment” crossed 
state borders into California dur- 
ing the period January 1 to June 
15, according to a report released 
by the Resettlement Administra- 
tion. 

The total exceeds by approxi- 
mately 30 per cent the comparable 
figure for 1936. Both tctals include 
returning Californians who form a 
small percentage of the whole. 


Liens Cancelled 
For Relief Cases 


Liens on property owned by 
persons réceiving state relief 
money were cancelled by the 
county board of supervisors yes- 
terday. Seventeen liens were 
released and all of them now 
held by the county are scheduled 
to be presented to the board for 
cancellation. 

This is in keeping with the 
new relief legislation. Appli- 
cants for aid will not have to 
sign over their property in the 
future.
